A couple of weeks ago there ap- 
peared in this column a review of 
AND NOT TO YIELD, by Ella Win- 
ter, wha for thirteen years was 
the common law wife of Lincoin 
Steffens. Recalling the tremendous 
effect the AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF 
LINCOLN STEFFENS had on us 
in the nineteen thirties we read 
it again last week. This book has 
always been considered one of the 
great American autobiographies, 
and its impact is just as shattering 
‘today as it was thirty years ago. 
Steffens’ detailed portraits of many 
famous people, his memories of the 
great historic events that he saw, 
and was, many times, a part of, 
and his trenchant studies of vita] 
world problems make a dramatic 
story and a notable autobiography. 
For an enlightened and vivid pic- 
ture of America, and many of the 
people who helped make its his- 
tory, read these two books in se- 
quence. 

Another kind of American his- 
tory is to be found in THE QUIET 
CRISIS, by Secretary of the In- 
terior, Stewart L. Udall. His sub- 
ject is our natural environment, 
how we have used and abused it, 
and what must be done to keep 
America ‘a green and pleasant 
and productive land.’ He tells 
how the wealth of the land was 
quickly dissipated, and how the 
early conservationists strove to 
awaken the public to what was 
taking place. Only two forces, he 
says, can curb such wasteful and 
harmful practices as strip mining 
and water pollution — they are, 
‘an enlightened public and strong 
legislation. Here, Mr. Udall has 
done much to set at least that first 

force in motion. There is, also, 
an introduction by the late Presi- 
dent Kennedy.

Porterville Mayor Bill Rodgers of- 
ficiating; hostesses conducting 
visitors through. the hospital dur- 
ing the afternoon will be members 
of the Porterville Zonta club. 

The Hacienda facility represents 
an investment of nearly a half 
million dollars; up to 40 persons 
will. be employed, including regis- 
tered nurses, practical nurses, li- 
censed vocational nurses, cooks, 
housekeepers, maids, office person- 
nel, janitors and maintenance men. 

Payroll will run from $15,000 
0 $16,000 monthly, possibly reach- 
ing $200,000 annually in the fu- 
ture. As for charges to patients, 
Keener says that a fee of $325 per 
month has been set up as basic 
ward rate for basic care, with rate 
scaled for patients who desire 
more privacy or who require spe- 
cial care. A program can be read- 
ily worked out for patients on a 
medical aid program. 

Keener, who started in conval- 
escent hospital work in 1957 and 
who has two other Hacienda units 
— one at Paso Robles, the other 
at San Luis Obispo — is president 
of the San Luis Obispo Nursing 
Home association, and is a member 
of the 11-man Governor’s Commit- 
tee, South San Joaquin Regional 
Hospital Planning. 

He states that the Porterville 
Hacienda hospital will be a mem- 
ber of the central valley chapter 
of the California Nursing Home 
association, and that following the 
necessary period of time, will be 
accredited by the state accredita- 
tion board. 

“We are primarily in the busi- 
ness of providing service,’’? Keener 
says. ‘The Hacienda hospital is 
designed, equipped and staffed to 
offer the best possible service to 
persons, ranging from bed patients 
to those who need a ‘“‘home’”’ for 
enjoyable living.” 

In answer to “why such a fa- 
cility in Porterville,” Keener says 
that ‘‘we saw a need in the Porter- 
ville area. Actually, our experi- 
ence shows that a hospital of this 
type will draw from considerable 
distance.”’ 

He further said that he plans to 
buy locally, and to hire locally in 
so far as possible.
